Earnings 


Off in 9 Months of '70 


General Steel Industries, Inc., 
had net sales of $22,608,000 and 
a net loss of $570,000, or 23 
cents per share of common 
stock, for the third quarter this 
year .compared with sdles of 
$41,546,000 and net income of 
$664,000, or 26 cents per share. 
in the third quarter of 1969, W. 
Ashley Gray, Jr., president, 
said Friday. 

The company announced pub 
licly several weeks ago that an 
anticipated inmprovement in 
earnings in the second half of 
1970 had not materialized, and 
a loss was expected in the third 
quarter. 

For the nine months ended 
Sept. 30, 1970, GSI had net 
sales of $60,963,000 and a net 
loss of $169,000, or 7 cents per 
common share, compared with 
sales of $127,712,000 and net in- 
come of $2,975,000, or $1.18 per 
share, in the first nine’ months 
of 1969. 

Encouraged for 1971 

“While 1970 results are very 
disappointing,” Mr. Gray said 
“we are encouraged for 1971 by 
our order backlog which ‘now 
stands at $142,000,000 compared 
with $80,000,000 at this time 
last year.” Mr. Gray added 
that the recent enactment of 
the Urban Mass Transportation 
Assistance Act of 1970 “has im- 
portant implications” for the 
future of two divisions of GSI 
the Castings Division and St. 
Louis Car Division, the nation's 
leading builder of rapid transit 
and commuter cars. 

“This represents the first 
long-term commitment of sub- 
stantial federal aid for the fi- 
nancing of new transit systems 
and the expansion of existing 
systems,”’ Mr, Gray said. “The 
Act provides $3.1 billion over 
the next five years as part of 
2 commitment of $10 billion in 
the next 12 years. This will

increase this fall, announced to- 
day that it has closed off ad- 

ission of new undergraduate 

nts for the second semies- 
ter and may curtail acceptance 
of applications of new freshmen 
for the fall of 1971 as early as 
this December. 

The reason is solely one of 
budget, said Dean of Admis- 
sions and Records Wilbur Vene- 
ISU is over-enrolled and 
budgeted for the current 
and Venerable said, is 
to attempt to hold the 
line as much as possible to 
bring enrollment in line’ with 
budget for the winter term and 
the fall semester of next year. 

Ilinois State's enrollmeni this 
fall increased by 2800 to a rec 
ord 17,549, about 600 over pro- 
jections. The largest boost 
came at the transfer and grad- 
uate levels. 

ISU is in hopes of cutting 
back its enrollment for January 
to 16,400, and then holding to a 
projection fo 18,700 for next fall. 
As of now, no new freshmen 
are being admitted for January 
and the quota for transfers with 
fewer than 60 credit hours has 
already’ been filled. There are, 
however, openings for graduate 
students and trans with 
more than 60 hours for enroll- 
ment in January.

“The policeman today often 
presents the ‘thin line’ between 
order and chaos. Because he 
symbolizes the authority, of the 
laws of our land, he’ has be- 
come: the target for revolution- 
ary groups.’ 

14 Policemen Killed 

During the past year, 14 po- 

licemen have been killed in the 
line of duty in Illinois, Brown 
said. All but one of these men 
were gunned down while trying 
to prevent crime or violence 
, Four were killed by sniper fire. 
| The others were slain during 
| burglaries, holdups or distress 
situations. 

“Never, never before in po- 
lice history have the police—the 
individual officers — ever been 
in greater physical danger than 
that which they face today, 
McGuire recently told the U 
Senate subcommittee on intern- 
al security. 

“Police officers, as well as 
other public servants, are being 
ambushed, shot by snipers, 
blown up by bombs, lured to

Operating a boat without 
an approved life saving device 
accounted for 88 of these cita- 
tions and 46 were ticketed for 
operating a boat with unap- 
proved fire extinguishers.

There were three 
ticketed for having a loading 
gun in their car. Twenty-one 
hunters were arrested for hunt- 
ing without a valid license. 

“Tt seems foolish to me,” said 
Miller, “‘tha€ a person would 
take the chance of a stiff fine 
rather than pay $3.25 for a 
hunting license.” 

Issue 151 Citations 

A total of 151 citations were 
issued to fish code violators. 
Of these, 130 were for fishing 
without a license. 

There were 25 park violators 
arrested in the month. Driving 
around barricades in closed 
parks accounted for 11 of these 
and driving in restricted areas 
accounted for ‘ three. There 
were also arrests for hunting in 
state parks, reckless driving, 
and camping in undesignated 
areas. 

Four arrests were made by 
forestry for buying and selling 
timber without a permit. 

A total of $6310 was collected 
in fines for the month, Miller 
said. This money will be placed 
in the Department of Conserva 
tion's funds for future projects.

Mr. O’Melia 
has been working to strengthen 
the police training program 
throughout the State -of Illinois. 

The establishment of a re- 
gion training academy in the 
area was recommended in the 
“Southwestern Illinois Law En- 
forcement Plan" developed for 
the Southwestern Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission. 

The proposa! also is recom- 
mended by the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police, 
Inc., St. Clair-Madison County 
Police Chiefs’ Association, and 
other civic groups. President 
Haberaecker stated that he had 
received encouragement from 
mayors, judges, police chiefs 
and county boards in communi- 
ties throughout the area. 

Once the program |has been 
developed, including a detailed 
curriculum, the proposal will be 
submitted to the State Board of 
Higher Education and the IIli- 
nois Local Governmental Law 
Enforcement Commissioners 
Training Broad for approval. 

John O. Ellis, development 
administrator for the South- 
western Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission, pointed out 
that only about half of the po- 
lice officers serving the region 
have received basic training. 

“Our plan indicated that dur- 
ing the twelve-month period 
ending last June 30th, there 
were 83 police officers from our 
area that completed the train- 
ing course at the University of 
Illinois,” Ellis said. 

More importantly, however, 
the survey indicated that about 
160 others would have attended, 
had a local or regional acad- 
emy been available. Some of 
the communities in the area re- 
quire that newly appointed po- 
lice officers successfully com- 
plete the six weeks training 
course at the State of Illinois 
only Police Academy at the 
University of Illinois. However, 
many police departments in the 
area do not set this require- 
ment because they are unable 
to afford the expenses involved. 

One of the most unique 
aspects of the proposed Region- 
al Training Academy is the pro- 
posal for mobile in service 
training team. “If you can’t get 
the police officerg to the train- 
ing academy for in service 
training, then bring the training 
to the police officers,” Ellis 
said

Smith Holds War 
Status Now Near 
ACease Fire 


U.S. Senator Ralph Tyler 
Smith (R-Alton) said Thursday 
that President Nixon’s recent 
peace proposal to North Viet- 
nam was made the only way it 
could be effective — from a 
well - developed position of 
strength, 


“In less than two years, the 
President has realistically 
wound the war down, It is now 
at a level where military ac- 
tion has been reduced to a near 
cease-fire in fact,” Smith told 
an Elk Grove GOP rally. 

“My opponent and his fellow 
nitpickers, McGovern, Ful- 
bright and company,. were 
quick to castigate the President 
when he ordered the troops into 
Cambodia. I was one of. the 
first members of the U.S. Sen- 
ate to support this difficult but 
necessary decision. Now. it is 
abundantly clear that the de- 
cision was sound, since the 
Cambodian operation has re- 
sulted in a greatly reduced 
level of North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong military activity. 

“Nearly 200,000 American 
fighting men have come home, 
and our casualty lists have 
been dramatically reduced. 
During the last year of the 
previous administration, an 
average of 281 Americans were 
killed each week. The death toll 
is substantially less now."” 

Since the Cambodia oper- 
ation, the average weekly num- 
ber has been reduced to 66, 
Smith said. And just recently, 
the number hit a four and a 
half year weekly low of 38 

Strong Commitment 

“The President has wasted 
little time in following.the man- 
date he was given by the 
American people to end our in- 
volvement in the Vietnam war 
and end it honorably,” Smith 
said, “His recent announcement 
to pull 40,000 more of our boys 
out of Vietnam before Christ- 
mas clearly demonstrates his 
strong commitment to honor 
that mandate.” 

Smith said that even more 
significant » than the actual 
troop withdrawals themselves 
was the fact that by next May 
1, the remaining American 
troops in Vietnam will be virtu- 
ally out of any combat role. 

“They combined success of 
the President’s Cambodian op- 
eration and his Vietnamization 
program mean that by next 
spring, no matter what the 
enemy does, we will be in po- 
sition to continue our with 
drawal with. little or no involv 
ment in combat operations, 
Smith said 

“While the Democrats want 
the American people to ignore 
the fact that it was their Ad- 
ministration that put 540,000 
American boys in Vietnam, it 
is President Nixon who is 
bringing them home and. de 
veloping the road to lasting 
peace.”

They are to 
bear interest at a rate of not more than 7% per year. The issuance, sale and retirement of the bonds will be under the 
supervision and control of the Environmental Protection Agency, created by the vironméntal Protection Act,’’ enacted 
by the 76th General Assembly. The bonds are to be sold, after newsaper publication of notice, to the ‘highest and best 
bidders, for not k than their par value, upon sealed bids.’ 


Payments to be Made. Payments on the principal and interest of the bonds are to be made from an Anti-Pollution 
Bond Retirement and Interest Fund in the State Treasury, as provided in the Act 


In order that this Bond Fund contain sufficient moneys to meet the required payments, the General Assembly is 
authorized to direct the transfer, from time to time, of State funds from the General Revenue Fund to this Bond Fund. 
The General Revenue Fund is supported by a major portion of the tax revenues of the State. As evidence that the bonds 
are to be the general obligation of the State of Illinois, the Act provides as additional security a property tax upon all real 
and personal property in the State subject to‘taxation in the event that the General Assembly would fail to transfer state 
funds from the General Revenue Fund to the Anti-Pollution Bond Retirement and Interest Fund. 





Referendum Requirement. The Act providing for this bond issue will go into full force and effect only if it receives 
a majority of the votes cast for members of the General Assembly at the November, 1970 election.

But the late 
corn is going down badly with 
up to half of the stalks broken 
over in some fields, Most of the 
broken stalks are still attached 
and the ears can be harvested 

Harvest losses are estimated 
at more than 15 percent in’ a 
few fields. Any losses above 
five percent in a normal year 
is considered excessive. 

Most of the harvest loss is in 
the form of whole ears of corn 
with husks still on the ears. 
Weakened shanks from corn 
borer and stalk breakage from 
stalk rot made it impossible to 


Illinois; corn fields, and that 
alone increases the chance of 
the ‘disease appearing again 
next year. He says the fungus 
from the old race of blight can 
overwinter in \corn refuse in

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708 Board Stand Imperils Needs of 
Emotionally Ill, Retarded People 


To the Editor: 

I would like to publicly thank 
you for your editorial’ in the 
Oct. 19 edition- regarding the 
708 Board's desire to strangle 
the final breaths of life out of 
the Mental Health Clinics in the 
county 

I, like most people in the 
community, want responsible 
expenditures of tax revenues 
and am thankful for any public 
official who tries to see that 
funds are spent correctly 

I, too, like your editorial, 
question’ the activities of the 
708 board in relation to the 
Mental Health Clinics in: Madi- 
son county. 

Before coming to Granite 
City, I developed and evaluated 
mental health clinics in Towa 
and have had the opportunity 
to observe several sessions held 
by the 708 Board since moving 
here. 

In my opinion, several board 
members are not of sufficient 
knowledge in the mental health 
and mental retardation fields 
to accurately evaluate the serv- 
ices provided for the residents 
of Madison county. 

According to the 708 Board, 
state legislation, members of 
the board must be knowledg- 
able in the fields of mental 
health and mental retardation 
After observing the board’s ac 
tivities, I can’t help but ques- 
tion the authenticity of the ap. 
pointments 

The very essence of commu: 
nity mental health clinics is 
the easy accessibility. of serv- 
ices for the people of the area 
who are ,seeking help 

Eliminating the local clinics is 
denying help to the majority of 
those who would be using the 
services 

Since the majority of the peo- 
ple using |the services provided 
by the clinic are of marginal to 
below-marginal income; the 
proposed Edwardsville clinic 
will remove easy accessibility 
of help to them and ultimately 
create more serious problems 
both to thems and to the 
community 

Ironically enough, if we allow 
our local clinics to be closed, 
we will ultimately be having to 
provide services for persons on 
a full-time basis who possibly 
otherwise would have remained 
outpatients and working, tax 
paying citizens instead of tax 
burdens. 

The most disheartening point 
in my opinion, in this continu 
ing problem with the 708 Board 
is that, again, the mentally ill 
and the mentally retarded are

Howlett Urges 


Approval of 
Pollution Bonds 


Ilinois citizens must help 
clean up the state’s waterway 
by supporting the Anti-Pollu- 
tion Bond Act on Nov 
ael J. Howlett, state Auditor of 
Public Accounts said today 

In a statement issue 
Springfield, Howlett said; 
day our state is seriously 
threatened by water pollution. 
Not one stream flows clean 
from beginning’ to end and 
many are dangerously polluted 
most of the time. 

“By passing this Bond Act 
on election day, we can elimin- 
ate the major cause of the pol 
lution, of our lakes and streams 
— inadequately treated munici- 
pal sewage. 

“New federal and state laws 
require sewage treatment im- 
provements to meet new water 
quality standards. In Ilinois, 
this will cost nearly’ $2.2 billion 
over the next 10 years. 

Pay Fourth of Cost 

“Under the bond issue, the 
state will pay one-fourth the 
cost of new or improved mu- 
nicipal sewage treatment facil- 
ities. In addition, it will open 
the way for the federal govern- 
ment to increase its share of 
the cost of these projects from 
the present 30 per cent to 50 or 
53 per cent, This reduces the 
burden on local communities 
from 70 per cent today to as 
low as 20 per cent. The bonds 
are to be repaid from the 
state’s general revenues.” 

Howlett pointed out that mu 
nicipalities throughout the state 
will have to improve their sew- 
age treatment facilities whether 
the bond issue passes or not 
“But if it fails,” Howlett said, 
“the burden of paying for these 
improvements will fall on the 
local property owner.” 

A portion of the Bond Act 
will be available for solid waste 
disposal projects.
